ARREST MADE IN SLAW FRAUD 

Federal authorities moved in last week to arrest 
deli salad magnate Whitney Ogden Oates III on 
charges of manipulating the East End coleslaw 
supply this past summer in order to profit from 
artificially inflated coleslaw prices. Oates is 
charged with diverting shipments of coleslaw 
and hoarding vast quantities of the popular 
cabbage salad in his high-security Cutchogue 
coleslaw warehouses. Angie Salett, president 
of the East End Coleslaw Authority, detailed 
the charges against Oates in a Wednesday 
afternoon press conference. “We charge that Mr. 
Oates maliciously used his monopoly control 
of the coleslaw supply in order to create the 
fraudulent illusion of a coleslaw shortage on the 
East End,” said Salett, reading from a prepared 
statement. “Mr. Oates then held area seafood 
restaurants hostage to his high coleslaw prices, 
and the restaurants were forced to pass Mr. 
Oates extortionate coleslaw prices along to 
their diners.” Salett was unable to confirm or 
deny that the numerous coleslaw shortages 
experienced across the East End were actually 
the result of Mr. Oates’s market manipulation. 
“The Coleslaw Authority is currently examining 
Mr. Oates’s business records to determine if 
there is a link between his actions and any 
past breakdowns in local coleslaw supplies. 
We are not ruling out the possibility of 
additional charges against Mr. Oates.” Oates’s 
manipulations of the coleslaw supply were only 
discovered after the refrigeration units at one 
of his Cutchogue warehouses stopped working 
and the resulting odor of mountains of rotting 
coleslaw excited the suspicions of neighbors. 
Following arraignment, Oates was released on 
$1 million bail. 


RAP VIDEO TEACHER SPURS PROTEST 

The appearance of a high-school teacher in a 
rap video led to protests over the weekend, and 
police were called to control the crowds. The 
video in which the teacher appears features 
images of mature sexuality, the use of drugs 
and alcohol, and rampant nudity and cursing— 


although the teacher himself is not seen to . 


be involved in these activities, which were, in 
any case, not actually taking place but were 
being staged for the purposes of a rap video. 
The protesters were nonetheless outraged that 
someone employed by a school could appear 
in such a context. “Our high-schoolers wouldn’t 
know about drugs if it weren’t for this video!” 
shouted one. “My Johnny has never been at 
a party where girls were also present!” cried 
another. “In an act of horrifying callousness, 
this school employee has forever ruined our 
children’s innocence,” wept a third. The school 
itself was closed down, as it’s now considered 
an unsafe environment for the few children 
whose souls remain unsoiled. ga

E very so often the federal government runs 
M4an ad in a daily paper listing unclaimed 
funds. This is the money that the feds send out 
as checks, which are never cashed. If you’re on 
the list, it’s your lucky day. 

_ A friend of mine who looks at these ads called 
me recently to say I was in one, and as a result 
I got sent a check for about $85 owed me. You 
get taken off the list when they find you. You get 
added to the list if new stuff comes along. 

Bernie Madoff got added to this list a few 
weeks ago. I learned of this in an article in 
The New York Post that said their bushytailed 
reporters had seen it. Lucky Bernie. Of course 
the Post contacted State U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara. The money will be tractor-beamed into 
the pile of funds and possessions that Bharara 
has been collecting for the victims of Bernie 


Madoff. The Post also learned from Bharara that 


Bernie and his wife have recently turned out to 
be the owners of a wayward diamond tennis 


bracelet worth $350,000 and a solid gold money 
clip. So that goes into the pot, too. And there is 
still more. Bernie and his wife appear on a list of 
unclaimed funds from J. P. Morgan Chase, and 
are also listed as being owed stock dividends 
from Marathon Oil. 

So far, Bharara has rounded up about $4 
billion. This includes about $4.5 million raised 
from a series of auctions in 2010 and 2011 that 
included, among other things, furs, white gold 
earrings, cufflinks, golf clubs used at a private 
club in Bridgehampton, a silk New York Mets 
jacket with Madoff’s name on the back given 
him by the owner of the Mets, a 2001 Mercedes- 


Benz used primarily at the summer home in 


Montauk, and also a long-range telescope Bernie 
had in his living room to look out at ships at 
sea. All this Bharara intends to distribute to the 
victims next year. 
This is all separate from $10.7 billion in money 
rounded up by the court-appointed trustee, 
Irving Picard, from people doing business 
with Bernard Madoff Investment Securities

LLC over the years. That money has already 
been distributed. 

The total therefore so far reimbured to the 
victims is about $11.1 billion. The amount 
swindled in the Ponzi scheme that unraveled in 
2008 was about $65 billion—or approximately 
the gross domestic product of Bulgaria. So it’s 
almost 20 cents on the dollar. There are more 
than 50,000 claimants from around the globe. 

When a rich man of this magnitude goes 
down—I think Madoff is the largest such 
failure—it sure does take a long time to round 
up all the things he owned. 

At the time of the collapse—Madoff is serving 
several hundred years in prison—Madoff and 
his family owned an apartment on Fifth Avenue, 
a house in Palm Beach and a house in Montauk. 
All three properties were ultimately sold by 
the government—the Montauk house, after 
spirited bidding, to Steven Roth of Vornado for 
$9.4 million (above its appraised value), the 
other two for less than their appraised value, 
after more than a year.

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You can make of that what you want. I like to 
think that everybody loves Montauk, but New 
York City and Palm Beach not so much. 

For a man who was dealing in tens of billions 
of dollars (sort of), Madoff’s homes were not 
particularly lavish. The Montauk house is a 
modest affair of only 3,000 square feet. It has 
4 bedrooms, a fireplace in the living room and 
a small swimming pool measuring 15 by 30 
feet. But it is oceanfront, on the Old Montauk 
Highway, and down a short driveway through a 
stand of trees. Sort of a hideaway. 

If the collapse of his firm to zero from $65 
billion resulted in only $11 billion collected so 
far, where is the other $54 billion? Some say he 
buried it under the house in Montauk. 

That would explain why that house was sold 
quickly and for a lot. But so far, nothing has 
turned up. 


APPLE FALLING FAR FROM THE TREE 

Tim Cook of Apple held his annual new 
product show last week. It showed once again, 
as it has since Steve Jobs died three years ago, 
that in spite of all claims, Apple has no game- 
changing products to pull out of a hat, as had 
been the case when Steve Jobs was alive. 

Two years ago Cook said his health-and- 
fitness apps would revolutionize how people 
went about taking care of themselves. Last year 
it was about how Apple Wallet would change 
the way people paid for things. Then came the 
Apple Watch, which everybody would have to 
have. And this time around, he is touting what? 
His iTunes Pro is just too full of bugs to make 


much of a dent in the products produced by an 
already thick field of competitors. And other 
than that, he’s introducing a little better this 
and a little better that and a bigger iPad that 
you could lug around. 

Fact is, there is simply nobody, not at Apple 
or anywhere else, to measure up to the genius 
that was Steve Jobs. Jobs would hold one of 
these annual announcement meetings and he’d 
hold up something you never saw before, tell 
you that you would want one once he explained 
it to you, and then off we would all go. Jobs 
revolutionized the way we take pictures, the 
way we listen to music, the way we make phone 
calls, the way we use computers, animate 
movies and the way we publish books digitally. 

When Thomas Edison died, there was nobody 
at his firm to replace him. When Henry Ford 
died, there was nobody at his firm to replace 
him. And when Albert Einstein died, there was 
nobody in his field to replace him. 

When Jobs passed from the scene, I thought, 
what is going to happen to Apple? Is Tim Cook 
or someone else there the magician that Jobs 
was? Men such as Jobs come along only about 
once a century. 

I feared Apple would founder. Indeed, with 
Jobs’ unbelievable performance, that firm’s 
stock was wildly overpriced. How could it have 
a second act? 

Well, what did I know? It’s a different 
second act. A_ little-remembered aspect 
of Jobs’ genius was that he wanted to keep 
everything to himself, develop every device 
separately from the rest of the world but have 


them work seamlessly among themselves. 

This is the second act, and Tim Cook, it turns 
out, is very good at that. Apple continues to 
thrive, and it’s pretty much Apple on the one 
hand, and the rest of the world filled with 
Apple’s competitors on the other—very few 
of whom seem to be successful at linking 
themselves to one another as Apple does. 

There have been books and movies about 
Steve Jobs, both during his heyday and after 
his passing. One film was a flop. A recent book, 
endorsed by Apple, saying that that book is 
what Steve was really like, missed the mark. 

But Walter Isaacson’s best-selling 2011 book 
Steve Jobs has been made into a movie by that 
name, and all indications are they have nailed 
it. It will be premiering in October. Directed 
by Danny Boyle and starring Kate Winslet and 
Michael Fassbender, the film aims to capture 
the unusually complex personality of Jobs to 
show how he could become the genius he was. 

The filmmakers did not have to choose 
Isaacson’s book, but they did. Isaacson, 
a longtime resident of Sag Harbor, had not 
intended to write a book about Jobs, but one 
day was contacted by Jobs from California 
and asked to write one.

#1 bestseller for many weeks. Jobs was able to 
read it in manuscript, but he had passed by the 
time the book came out. He was only 56.

y new book, /n the Hamptons 4Ever, is just 

out, and I am promoting it by reading the 
chapters in it in the places where they occurred. 
Each chapter is a complete story, about a 
specific person or event in the Hamptons. 

On Friday, September 11, I read a chapter 
about a weeklong summer festival in Montauk 
that took place in the last week of August 

many years ago. Naturally, I chose to read 
this chapter in the very center of town, on the 
town green. 

Unfortunately—unlike that long ago festival— 
because of a mix-up, we didn’t properly get the 
word out in the local media about the place and 
time. Still, | decided to hold it anyway. I’ve done 

eight other readings around the Hamptons in 

the five weeks since the book hit the shelves 
and I’ve drawn as many as a dozen people to 
some of the others. Maybe some people would 
show up. 

At the appointed time, Friday at 5 p.m., one 
person showed up. I suppose I could have 


and I wanted to speak it, so I did. We moved to 
the bandstand in the center of the green, and 
there, with my big poster showing my book 
cover, my pile of books and my microphone 
and stand, I read. 

As I started reading, I realized I had really 
forgotten just how awful that long-ago festival 
was. The moral of the chapter was, we thought, 
you can’t compete with the beach in the 
summertime during the day. At the time, I was 
21 years old, just home from college, and this 
would be my second year running my new 
newspaper in that town (it only ran in Montauk 
in the early years). What happened was that, 
in the spring, the President of the Montauk 
Chamber of Commerce, impressed I'd started 
a newspaper at such a young age, asked me to 
run the festival. | 

Before the festival began, I put posters up 
all around town, took delivery of more than 
20 trophies, some of them three feet tall, and 
made arrangements for the seven events on 
the seven different days of “Sea Fair Week,” 
it was called. I put the trophies on a table in 
the garage at my parents’ house until the first 


day. I also heavily promoted Sea Fair Week in 
the newspaper. | sent out press releases to the 
New York City newspapers, the two Long Island 
newspapers and the radio station that had just 
begun broadcasting in Sag Harbor. 

I even rigged up a jeep with a bullhorn 
speaker on the roof and drove around Montauk 
each day an hour before the event to round up 
the crowds. All events began at 1 p.m. There 
would be a round robin tennis doubles match at 
the Montauk Manor one day. Another day we’d 
have a bicycle race. Another day we’d have 
a contest to see who could hit a golf ball the 
farthest at the Montauk Downs Country Club. 
The people at the Montauk Airport would have 
friends who owned antique aircraft fly in for the 
day, and they would fly them around and the 
tourists would vote on which was the best. We 
had a horse show. And at the Montauk Surf Club 
we would crown Miss Montauk. 

So I read this chapter. 

We set the three trophies up on a bench at 
the Montauk Manor tennis courts. Nobody 
came, so I gave them to the tennis pro and the 
ball boys. (Cont'd on next page)

Attention Turns to a Video Featuring a Southampton Assistant Principal

hat’s the big news in the Hamptons? 
Well, the big news is that aSouthampton 
High School Assistant Principal named Esther 
Adler-O’Keefe, whose salary was $143,520 last 
year (according to seethroughny.net), is in a 
rap music video in national distribution. 

The kids at the school probably think she is 
the coolest adult in town. Certain parents in the 
community want her fired. 

The official word from School Superintendent 
Scott Farina (don’t even ASK what he 
makes) is summed up in an email meant for 
public consumption. 

“The video in question showcases behaviors 
and language use that is not promoted by 
the Southampton School District. In fact, we 
_ actively teach our students the importance 
of good character and making smart choices. 
Additionally, this is not representative of 
who we are as a district, nor of our students 
and staff.” 

Rapper JR and artist Trey Songz made the 


video, which is called “Best Friend.” Songz has 
had several hit singles including “Na Na” and 
“Smartphones.” He’s been nominated for three 
Grammys and in 2009 won the BET Best Male 
R&B Artist award for the year. He’s 31 years old, 
born and raised near Richmond, Virginia, has 
formed a nonprofit called the Songz for Peace 


’ Foundation to curb youth violence, and has said 


the first thing he did when he came into some 
money was to buy a house for his mother. 

Assistant Principal Esther Adler-O’Keefe (and 
her husband, Brian) are not saying how they 
came to agree to appear in this video. But there 
they are. 

They appear at the very beginning of the 
video, two well-dressed middle-aged people 
going off for a while and leaving their house in 
the care of a rap star. He has a cap on sideways. 
He promises to be good. Mrs. Adler-O’Keefe 
says don’t forget there is security working 
there to keep everything nice. He says he won’t 
forget. The couple goes out to their car and 
drive off, the security guard and Trey Songz 
wave goodbye, and the security guard is next 


shown stripping down to her bikini to join 
the party. 

It’s a pool party, it’s a dance party, it’s a party 
with lots of hugging and rubbing up against one 
another.. Eventually, as Songz calls his “best 
friends” to come over, everybody is jumping 
in and out of the pool, flopping onto the rugs 
and the beds, laughing and singing, acting in 
sexually suggestive ways and drinking alcohol. 
In other words, these kids do what kids do 
when they party, and at a movie theater it 
wouldn’t even get an R rating. No body part 
that shouldn’t be exposed is exposed. But they 
sure imply that stuff might happen like that off- 
camera. By the way, it’s a testament to people 
of all races and sexes getting along. 

At the end of the four-minute music video, 
about 20 young people are asleep, still in their 
clothes, lying all over the house, which has 
had a good going over. The middle-aged couple 
arrives home. They are shocked. Brian finds 
a “roach” on a table, sniffs it and throws it 
down angrily. Adler-O’Keefe shakes her head

inflatable ball at Trey Songz’s head, which 
wakes him up. The last thing we see is him 
looking at them and smiling sheepishly. 

In other words, it’s a video where the adults 
find bad behavior and take the high moral 
ground. It’s what we adults and role models are 
supposed to do. From that perspective it’s a 
training video. 

Having watched this video, | found that it 
reminded me of a party my daughter had in our 
house during her senior year at East Hampton 
High School. 

It was near graduation. Everybody was having 
parties at their houses, she told me. She’d like 
to have one at our house. Reluctantly, | agreed. 
I say reluctantly because when I was her age I 
went to such parties, and if they got out of hand

our parents dealt with it. But now, a generation 
later, she wanted to have a party like this, 
and because in the interval we had become 


_a litigious society, if anybody underage got a 


tooth knocked out drinking a Bud (rather than 
a Coke), I'd get sued. Also, I could go to jail for 
allowing alcohol in our house to be drunk by 
minors. Also the rumors were there were high 
school kids with drugs in town, and that would 
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be even worse at my house. 

Maya was my first child. I have four altogether. 
Like many other parents in this community, my 
wife and | held our breaths when our kids, 
as téenagers, got together for parties in our 
finished basement. It’s not like we could sit 
down there on a sofa and be chaperoning such 
parties. That would be so embarrassing to our 
kids. We could sit upstairs in the living room, 
though. But we should shout down there a_ 
minute or two before we started down. We did 
that. And somehow, we got through that part of 
our lives, living with teenagers in the Hamptons. 

Except then there was Maya’s party. 

Maya said she would invite just 12 people. | 
think one of the 12 put posters all along Main 
Street the afternoon before the party. The 
party was scheduled for 9. About 8, my wife 
and I went out for dinner at a nearby tavern, 
planning to get back around 9:30. We never got 
to dessert. 

This was before cellphones. Just as the 
clock struck nine, the tavern got a call from 
Maya. I took the receiver. “Come home,” she 
wailed. “Hurry.” 

We lived then up a driveway on top of a 
50-foot hill. We had an indoor pool. Coming up 
the long driveway, small stones were thrown 
down at us from the front deck of the house. 
A few rattled off the windshield and fenders. 
Arriving, | got out, mad, to find a hundred 
people there already, the house trashed by 
party crashers, the swimming pool filled with 
teenagers and pool toys, and two kegs of beer 
in the living room. I ordered everybody out. 
And I called the police. By the time the police 
got there, my daughter was crying hysterically, 
everybody had run away and driven off, and all 
was peaceful, except for one guy asleep on the 
floor in the kitchen. The police didn’t arrest 
anybody, scratched their heads and left, telling 
us this happens from time to time. 

Thank God we didn’t have cellphones and — 
videos back then. I suspect I would be ruined. 
People would be watching this video over and 
over to this day. 

Mrs. O’Keefe claims she didn’t know the video 
she was in was to be about a party, implying 
that if she had known, she wouldn’t have been 
in it. If that were the case, the fact that there 
was such a party. 

My own opinion is that Mrs. O’Keefe should 
be offered a timeslot in front of. a morning 
assembly—I presume they still have assemblies 
in high schools—and say to the kids and 
teachers she was sorry she had done such a 
thing. And indeed, this is what can happen 
when you are not on your guard, particularly in . 
the age of YouTube. 

If she doesn’t take this offer, I suggest she 
seek employment as an Assistant Principal 
in a remote area that does not get any 
Internet service.

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@ I’m constantly snapping pictures in restaurant bathrooms.” 
Inspiration is, of course, where one finds it. Kristen Farrell believes you 
shouldn’t put restrictions on where you search, especially here in the 
Hamptons. “Recently | was in a restaurant in East Hampton and stepped into 
a ladies’ room, and there was this fabulous trim that came up halfway around 
the bathroom—and we are actually going to take that design, tweak it a little 
and use it in one of our homes. So you never know.” 

“Our homes” refers, of course, to Farrell Building Company homes. And that 
open-to-anything approach has allowed Kristen to take the lead role in a key 
evolutionary step for the company husband Joe Farrell founded 20 years ago, 
elevating it into one that not only dominates the Hamptons market in terms of 
sheer numbers, but one becoming noted for its design aesthetic both inside 
and out. 

When Kristen met Joe in 1997, she was a lobbyist with her own 
company, expediting work and site-selection for national corporations 
looking to come to Long Island. Partnering for life and business with Joe now 
seems an inevitability. 

“In the beginning, | used to tease Joe that | traded my suits for the work 
boots, because | loved being on the job sites with him. As much as he 
loves it, | do as well. Our Sundays, we would always tour houses—our own, 
everybody else’s.” Originally her focus in the business was the subdivision 
work, the zoning and planning with the towns, but a chance encounter while 
decorating one of the first homes they built for themselves, on Williams Way 
in Southampton, put her on a path to where her passion resides now. 

“| always loved the construction details; not so much the furniture,” she says. 
“So it was time to buy some sofas, and | had an interior designer in one of the 
stores talk me into raspberry-colored sofas.” She winces a bit at the memory. 
“| said, okay, from now on |’m not going to let anybody talk me into anything.” 

Farrell honed her design eye and touch over the ensuing years in spec 
homes, coordinating everything from the cabinetry to the tile, bringing 
together the finished details and, over the past four years or so, becoming 
“completely entrenched, and now what we have is an entire design process,” 
she says with pride. 

The process begins, appropriately, at the beginning. “When the plans come 
down from the architect, we immediately have a meeting and | like to assign a 
personality to each house,” she says. “There’s a lot of builders out here now, 
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a lot of people who walk through our homes and want to follow our model, 
so it’s my job to make sure each house looks different, it’s fresh, that we’re 
providing something new to the market.” 

Custom trims, exclusive hardware, the ongoing quest to bring unique 
aspects to the market while always imparting the Farrell style. It all derives 
from that concept of personality, of design making a home not merely a place 
for living, but a living entity itself. “For example, we did a ‘50 Shades of Gray’ 
house—we knew that we wanted the tile, the floors, the kitchen finishes to just 
read warm, with a gray tone to it. From there, we select the front door, the 
windows—the exterior details come first. And then we plug in the interiors. So 
every aspect of every spec home we build now is absolutely coordinated from 
start to finish. That’s the real difference people are seeing and feeling when 
they walk into one of our homes now. 

“The difference between custom and spec,” she adds, “is it’s our job to 
make the homes truly special but in a way that’s appealing across the board. 
You have to have this overriding vision that can fit a family or a couple, old or 
young. You cannot insert your own taste.” 

But you can insert your own experience. For Farrell, that is an essential, 
one that goes back to creating her family’s iconic home, Sandcastle, in 
Bridgehampton. “We’re big beach-goers, and we've literally built a lot of 
sandcastles with the kids, and when we built that house we were coming 
down the driveway one day and | said, ‘Now this is your sandcastle.’ And then 
it just stuck.” She laughs, bemused and amazed at the staying power of that 
unintentional bit of marketing magic. 

“What that house taught me is how to make confident decisions quickly. 
When you are designing you cannot second-guess yourself. There is no 
time to go out and search every tile showroom for the perfect thing—you 
have to have that vision going in, that personality, find things that fit it and 
just be confident.” 

“When we built Sandcastle, we had one structural steel column in the 
basement, and | said ‘This needs something special.’ So | was down in 
Florida having dinner with some girlfriends and there was this structural 
column that was tiled in a mosaic all the way around, and | said, that’s it. My 
son takes a photo and the colors are fantastic, and all of a sudden that’s my 
color palette. Inspiration really comes from everywhere, you just have to have 
your eyes open.” *

ou may have read in the news about attorneys who stole their clients’ 
money, lost their license and went to jail. Yes, managing escrow money 
gets attorneys in trouble the most often. However, there are many other 
red flags that you should watch out for when selecting legal representation for 
your real estate transaction. Here is a list of the top five real estate attorney 
no-no’s that go beyond theft, and which every client should be mindful of when 
seeking representation. 
DUAL AGENT REPRESENTATION RESTRICTION 
Clients need to be sure that their attorney is only acting as their attorney 
when seeking representation. In fact, attorneys are ethically precluded from 
representing both parties in a real estate transaction. The buyer and the seller 
must be independently represented or, instead, represent themselves (this |s 
called pro se) in the transaction. An attorney cannot even have his legal fee 
paid for by the other side of a transaction (the buyer paying the seller's attorney 
S not permitted). 
BROKERING WHILE LAWYERING PRECLUSION 
Interestingly, a lawyer can legally act as a real estate broker without a real estate 
brokerage license in the State of New York pursuant to real estate license law. 
However, an attorney cannot so act ethically while simultaneously representing 
a party to a real estate transaction in a legal capacity due to attorneys’ ethics 
rules. This ethical prohibition extends to both the attorney's spouse and other 
members of the attorney's law firm where one acts as a real estate broker and 
the other acts as a transactional attorney in the same transaction. The rationale 
for this ethical rule is that an attorney who acts as a real estate broker will be 
motivated to close the transaction in order to receive the brokerage commission, 
which is typically only paid at closing, while a real estate transactional attorney 
is required to maintain an independence necessary to advise a client not to 
proceed with a given transaction or course of negotiations. Simply stated, an 
attorney's financial benefit cannot cloud his professional judgment. Clients need 
to be sure to have different professionals serving as their real estate broker and 
transactional attorney when buying and selling real estate. While collaboration 
between these professionals is in a client's best interest, commingling of fees 
certainly is not. 
PROHIBITION ON TAKING KICKBACKS 
Not only should an attorney not act as a real estate broker while also providing 
legal representation in a transaction, such attorney is also ethically precluded 
from sharing in a referral fee from a real estate broker for sending the buyer or 
seller to the broker in the first place. Still further, an attorney shouldn't accept 
referring a mortgage broker/panker, Surveyor, insurance 
broker, stager, title insurer or any other third-party to their client (i.e., these 
recommendations are part of the fee for representation). The key is that attorneys 
must have no incentive in the transaction beyond looking out for their client’s 


best interest.

THE VIOLATION OF SHARING CONFIDENCES 
eys have blanket confidentiality as to their client's secrets, and absent 


a fraud on a tribunal (i.e., court), an attorney needn't disclose any of those

confidences. However, the act of an attorney sharing your confidences with 
a third-party service provider waives a client’s right to claim privilege if such 
attorney is asked about any confidences by anyone including a Judge. 
Additionally, certain third-party service providers actually have a_ statutory 
obligation to affirmatively disclose client confidences to a client's detriment 
(.¢., a sellers real estate broker must disclose all facts known to the agent 
materially affecting the value or desirability of property and a buyer's real estate 
broker must disclose all facts Known to the tenant’s ability and/or willingness to 
perform a contract to rent or lease landlord’s property). So, attorneys should 
obtain their client's informed consent prior to sharing any information with 
anyone beyond the client about the transaction, except information concerning 
the fact that a contract was signed or information necessary for the scheduling 
of a closing because such sharing is required to effectuate the representation 
(i.€., you can't have a closing unless the lender and title company know to 
show up). 

BEING THE DEAL KILLERS 
Old-school attorneys often wrongfully operate from an outdated attorneys’ 
ethics rule known as the means-end test. Thereunder, a client could identify 
the end goal of the representation and a lawyer could effectuate obtaining 
such goal under any means the lawyer deemed fit pursuant to the lawyers 
complete discretion and control. As a result, many a lawyer would smell risk 
in a transaction and kill the deal as this tactic minimized all exoosure to suit for 
malpractice or otherwise. In 2009, New York adopted new attorneys’ ethics 
rules, called The Rules of Professional Conduct, which modifies the means-end 
test into client informed consent. Thereunder, it’s not the attorney's job to kill a 
client’s deal. Instead, it’s the attorney's job to advise their client of the risks and 
benefits of each proposed course of action and then, to ask the client to make 
an informed choice. 
Today, transactional lawyers should be using informed consent letters 
throughout a real estate transaction. In fact, the real value of an attorney in 
a real estate transaction is to provide the client with the requisite know-how 
to make smart choices (e.g., should a buyer close with escrow if their walk- 
through discovers water in the basement: or should a buyer purchase a house 
without a certificate of occupancy; or should a seller permit a pre-possession 
agreement with the purchaser; or should a seller accept an attorney escrow 
check rather than a bank check in accepting payment). In every possible 
scenario there IS not a one-size-fits-all right answer that works across the board 
and, instead, clients’ decisions should be modified based upon their unique 
circumstances once they are advised of and understand risk. Still further, the 
best transactional attorneys not only advise their clients about the law, but also 
provide guidance about the best practice in business in order to empower their 
clients to make smart choices. This way, a top attorney's job is to help his client 
make money.

East Hampton 
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Sag Harbor American Music Festival This Weekend

he Sag Harbor American Music Festival is 

back for 2015, and will take place September 
25, 26 and 27, bringing a huge variety of music 
to the quaint little village of Sag Harbor. That’s 
worth a “Hallelujah” all by itself! But don’t stop 
the rejoicing there. This year, the headlining 
act, performing Friday, September 25, 8 p.m. 
at Old Whalers’ Church, 44 Union Street, is the 
celebrated gospel quartet the Fairfield Four. 

The Fairfield Four are known for their soulful 
and flawless renditions of the classics of the 
gospel quartet repertoire, and also for the 
otherworldly low bass voice of Isaac “Dickie” 
Freeman. Many will recognize the Fairfield 
Four’s unmistakable sound from their rendition 
of “Lonesome Valley” which was used in the 
classic film O Brother, Where Art Thou. Fewer 
people might be aware that this quartet has 
been around in some shape or form since 1921. 
Their virtuosic singing represents generations 
of refinements to a very intricate sub-genre of 
the gospel style—a sub-genre that in every way 
predates the “hard” gospel style made famous 
by Mahalia Jackson and others. 

“It’s classic Jubilee quartet singing,” says Joe 
Lauro, who is on the board of the Sag Harbor 
American Music Festival. “Lots of groups like 
them existed back in the ’20s and earlier, and 
the style gave birth to a lot of the jazz quartets 
later on.” This will be a rare opportunity to hear 
this unique, highly skilled style of singing right 
in Sag Harbor—be prepared to be blown away. 


During the Saturday of festival weekend, a lot 
of our fantastic local bands and artists play at 
various spots around the village of Sag Harbor, 
delivering a huge shot of musical energy. 
For one glorious day, Sag Harbor takes on a 
musical party-town character more commonly 
associated with New Orleans or Beale Street 
in Memphis. And all of these performances 
are free, sponsored by local businesses. Local 
favorites on the bill this year include the 
HooDoo Loungers playing New Orleans-style 
party music, the Complete Unknowns playing 
the music of Bob Dylan, and the Nancy Atlas 
Project playing original Americana. 

Of course, the beloved Sag Harbor Community 
Band will take part, playing classic American 
march music and reminding us that American 
music is a many-faceted and interwoven thing. 
After all, lots of early jazzers cut their teeth 
playing the music of John Philip Sousa! 

In addition to all of this local talent, the 
Sag Harbor American Music Festival has also 
always brought in great performers from 
elsewhere—national acts—to Sag Harbor to 
showcase the wide array of distinctly American 
musical styles. In years past they've had the 
country-blues legend John Hammond Jr., the 
Louisiana Cajun superstars BeauSoleil featuring 
Michael Doucet, and jazz bass virtuoso Christian 
McBride. This year, in addition to the Fairfield 
Four, the Festival is bringing in the HillBenders 
to present the wildly popular The Who’s Tommy, 
a Bluegrass Opry, which takes the popular trend 
of “bluegrassing” all manner of rock music to

Pamela Bourke Topham’s 
silk and wool tapestries— 
subtly hued, complex, 

layered designs woven on a 
_ framed loom—are beloved 
by the public and recognized 
by professionals. Topham’s 
“Northwest Harbor, 
Early Light” received top 
honors this past spring 
at Guild Hall’s annual 
Artist Members Exhibition, a show juried by 
Marla Prather, curator at the Metropolitan 
. Museum of Art’s Modern and Contemporary 
Department. Topham’s “White’s Farm,” the fifth 
in a six-part series of Sagaponack images (all 
10” x 10”), is the cover art this week. The 
piece pays homage to this oldest—and 
last—family-owned oceanfront farm field in 
the Hamptons. Stitched sun-streaked skies 
and yellow-gold, green and brown gradations 
in various stitch sizes mark water, houses 
and field. 

In an interview given shortly after the 
Guild Hall show, Topham says she was 
“kind of surprised” when she won because 
her work is “not super edgy.” Though her 
representational scenes nod to abstraction, 
they tap into a growing national interest in 
folk arts and regional culture, especially as 
real estate incursions continue to erode 
historical areas.

Artist, Pamela Bourke Topham 


Weaving is just one aspect of 
your artistic talent and training— 
training that includes getting a BFA 
from Syracuse’s School of Visual 
and Performing Arts. You’re quite 
proficient in drawing—pen and 
ink and colored pencil sketches 
serve as drafts for your weaving. 
What prompted you to specialize in 
tapestry art? 

My classical art training included 
a lot of drawing, especially figure 
drawing. Although I studied painting, I also 
studied costume design, hence a relationship 
to fiber. In the early days I did pen and ink 
drawings of the Sag Harbor Whaling Captain 
houses. It was a trip to Guatemala where the 
huiples [rectangular pieces of cloth folded and 
stitched at the sides], woven by the women 
on back strap looms, fascinated me. Then, 
returning to the East End, I found a tapestry 
class at Guild Hall...that was just the beginning. 


After years of being self-taught, 1 have had 


the good fortune to study with Master Weavers 
Archie Brennan and Susan Martin-Maffei. weave 
in traditional and untraditional techniques in 
most of my work. 


You’ve lectured at Amagansett Applied Arts 
and at the Ross School and participated in the 
Long Island Art Teachers Association’s East 
End Artist Mentoring program. What do you 
tell young people about art as a career? 
Mostly with the young students at Ross, I 


appreciate when a student after three 
days of weaving says, “now I see 
those unicorn tapestries in a whole 
other way.” Art can be a wonderful 
career, but one must also attend to 
the business side of it. 


Where to you see yourself in 
five years? 

I look forward to working on a 
larger scale again and exhibiting more 
widely. On the East End, although 
I weave only out here, I do show with other 
media, but in other parts of the country it’s 
only tapestry. The big thing for me right 
now is my new. studio, designed by 
Maxine Liao. 

My long time inspiration is Eastern Long 
Island—the ever-changing beauty of land, sea 
and sky, the tradition of Thomas Moran. But it’s 
interesting to seek images of contrasting places 
as well, so I will leave the possibilities open. 

I am now continuing a series, “East of 
Montauk,” depicting the time I was caught in 
_a squall in Block Island Sound. The tapestry is 
now on the loom. @& 


Topham will have a solo exhibition at the 
Spiga Gallery at Guild Hall in October 2017. 
“Materials Matter,” curated by Arlene Bujese, will 
be on display at the Southampton Cultural Center 
from October 10-November 15, 2015.

Cateh a Wave in Montauk This Fall!

here’s nothing like the energy of catching a 

wave. You first spot the perfect one in the 
distance, position yourself correctly, and paddle 
hard. Then the wave picks you up. You feel its energy 
underneath your board, indicating the exact moment 
when you can stop paddling, as the wave and your 
board become one force. Before you have time to 
think about how fast you’re racing down the waves 
face, you’ve popped up, and your're surfing. 

When I reached that moment, I remembered the 
directions I had received from Corey Senese of 
CoreysWave, a surf instruction company based in 
Montauk, minutes before, “Look where you're going, 
not down at the board!” And then I fell, got rocked by 
some white water—and paddled out for more. 

I was hooked. Three hours earlier, that moment 
was only a pipe dream. I woke up an hour west of 
Montauk, eager to cross “surfing at Ditch Plains” 
off of my bucket list. Though I'd only tried surfing 
once before, I’d been seduced by the idea of surfing 
Ditch for years. The spot is consistently named 
one of the top breaks on the East Coast, with the 
rocky shoreline and horseshoe-shaped curve of 
the landscape creating a very surfer-friendly cove, 
particularly for long boarders. 

Given that I didn’t have an East Hampton Town 
beach sticker, Corey and Kristin kindly set up a 
place for me to park, and I met them down at the 
beach. Corey grew up surfing in southern California 
and Montauk, and he brings years of expertise to his 


lessons. CoreysWave offers surf lessons though the 
offseason. 

Eager to begin my lesson, Corey started by helping 
me master a few pop-ups on shore, before we 
scouted the breaks. For as thrilling as it is to ride 
a wave for those few joyous seconds—or, if you’re 
lucky, many joyous seconds—much of surfing is 
spent waiting and watching, allowing the suspense 
to build and making the ride that much sweeter. Our 
instruction started on the sand, where Corey noted 
where the waves seemed to be smallest, making for 
an easier paddle out; and then the area where we 
would head to catch our waves, once we were past 
the breakers. 

Forcing myself to focus was difficult, as I could feel 
the pull of the ocean only a dozen or so feet away. 
But I secured a few pointers from Corey before I 
paddled out, and became comfortable with the all- 
important pop-up. Crucially, I learned to keep the 
board perpendicular to the waves. 

The paddle out was more difficult than I thought 
it would be. It’s funny how waves that appear to 
be gently rolling while you are a beach bystander 
became massive forces of rushing water when you're 
a small blip of a surfer on the ocean’s radar. 

I’ve never considered myself a particularly strong 
swimmer. I’m more of a strong floater who is very 
comfortable in the ocean. But it’s crazy how fun it 
is to take whitewash to the face. It’s a cardio rush, 
combined with the thrill of the unpredictability of 
what’s going to happen next. My dad once told me to 
never turn my back on the ocean. It’s a lesson that

serves.a surfer well. 

Once past the breakers, positioning is important, 
but not as static as I would have thought. Corey 
explained that you can paddle into any number of 
waves, provided you can quickly turn your board 
into a wave. Waves can be found anywhere, and 
there is a surprising amount of time to paddle to the 
left or right to catch them. 

After two hours, I was “wiped out” in the most real 
sense of the word. I had caught a number of waves, 
and can’t wait to head back.

My Backyard Winery Is a Bucket— Yours?

he North Fork vineyards are so gorgeous, 

wouldn’t you like to have one of your own—or 

at least a winery? : 

_ My friend Carol offered me grapes from her 

backyard last week, saying that her grandfather used 

to make wine from them. Yes! I’ve never made wine 
before but clearly this was suddenly my destiny. 

Did she have any of his equipment? Nope. 

Did she know how he did it? Nope. 

Are they wine grapes? Niagara and Concord. So 
that’s a “double-nope.” 

Forging ahead, | picked Wolffer Estate Vineyard 
Winemaker Roman Roth’s brain clean. He said we 
could make red wine pretty handily in our five-gallon 
beer-making bucket. He even offered to measure the

sugar content and the pH of our juice and provide 
remedies. So I convinced my husband to help me 
pick the grapes. We hauled them home in three 
baskets, an old plastic toy cubby and a cardboard 
box—shown below. Then the picking-over began—it 
took me all afternoon to sort the berries and discard 
all the stems. 

The next day my husband took a juice sample 
to Roman in Sagaponack. True to his word, Roman 
stopped by our house at 9 p.m. after a very long day 
of testing his own winery’s many juices. He gave us 
yeast and acids to dissolve and stir into the juice and 
he told us to add 4.6 pounds of sugar. Yikes, this was 
quite an undertaking. I mashed the grapes down with 
my largest wooden rolling pin and it took us about 
half an hour to add in all of the amendments. 

I'm hopeful but exhausted—someone must have 
figured out a way to make your very own wine 
in Long Island Wine Country by now. Research 
says...Stephen Scarnato of Long Island Vine Care 
Residential Vineyard Management (LIVC) has it all 
worked out. His company is now offering a variety of 
services that begin with LIVC planting a vineyard in 
your backyard. Yes! 

I got him on record saying, “We can do anything 
you can imagine!” Beautiful. 

Though | admire Jim Ryan’s homemade vineyard 
in Aquebogue—vines arching out in two directions 
all around his house—he’s just getting his first 
harvest after seven years. Scarnato says he can have 


> vines producing in just two to three years.

needed, install trellising and drip irrigation. In April 
or May they plant the vines of your choice and you’re 
off and running. You can tend your vines or they can. 
You can harvest or they can. You can make your own 
bucket wine or they can have fine wine made from 
your grapes through an East End winery. 

Backyard vineyards have been a thing in California 
for decades. Homeowners either grow grapes for 
themselves or they contract with a vineyard to sell 
their grapes. I can’t imagine giving up the grapes 
grown in my backyard, but I guess if I had a larger 
property I might consider selling them to a winery. 
Or maybe I’d just throw my shoes off and get 
stomping! a. :

Craig Ferguson Brings the Laughs

hen Scottish-born comedian Craig Ferguson 
travelled to the United States for the very first 
time, his destination was Long Island. 

“You know the Blydenburgh Estate, now 
Blydenburgh [County] Park?” asks Ferguson, his 
penchant for history, which will soon be showcased 
in his all-new History Channel show, Join or Die with 
Craig Ferguson, coming through as he describes 
the Smithtown landmark. The property used to be 
a private estate, and Ferguson’s Uncle James was 


the groundskeeper. “So in the 1970s, | came out and 
visited,” he says. 

The Emmy-nominated, Peabody Award-winning 
television host, formerly of The Late Late Show 
with Craig Ferguson, will return to Long Island on 
Sept. 25, when he brings his New Deal standup tour 
to the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center. 

“My standup is like a wise-ass Irish guy in a bar. 
It’s the Celtic storytelling tradition,” says Ferguson of 
his comedic style, which has been widely recognized 
and lauded for feeling conversational and off-the-cuff. 

“The thing is, if you're talking to an audience

for an hour and a half, it’s that weird one-sided 
conversation. I’m not going to recite stuff at you...l 


think I would get bored if I did that.” 


Ferguson’s ability to think on his feet and engage 
guests in honest conversation earned him a very 
successful stint on The Late Late Show, where he won 
a Peabody Award for his 2009 interview with South 
African social rights activist and staunch apartheid 
opponent, Archbishop Desmond Tutu. The show 
“went in a direction | didn’t expect,” says Ferguson, 
a testament to his ability to let conversational banter 
flow. “After we talked about what he had done in 
South Africa with Nelson Mandela, [Archbishop 
Tutu] steered the conversation toward how mad I 
was, and then him telling me how he approved of 
how mad I was...I felt like I was getting endorsed by 
a higher authority. 

“I really felt engaged. When you meet someone 
like that, who is a world and historical figure and 
then you find yourself in a genuine conversation with 
someone who will be remembered for a very, very 
long time, it’s fascinating.” 

The show exemplified what Ferguson has always 
known about comedy: That is doesn’t have to be cruel. 
“If [comedy is] not cruel, if it’s not trying to make 
someone look stupid...then you can talk about most © 
things, and the conversation can have a lightness 
and a reality to it because most conversation have 
lightness and reality,” he says. “With Desmond Tutu, 
we were talking about very serious and horrible 
things, but we were also talking to a man who has a 
great joy of life. It would be inaccurate of me not to 
report that, not to celebrate that.” 

Ferguson is currently the host of the syndicated 
Celebrity Name Game. And his new debate-style show 
on the History Chanel will explore historic topics 
from an approachable perspective. “Sometimes in 
academia, pomposity is mistaken for knowledge and 
I wonder if that doesn’t always have to be the case,” 
Ferguson says. “I think the idea of doing the History 
Channel show probably was born right about the 
time I did the show with Father Tutu,” he continues. 
Join or Die with Craig Ferguson will explore a number 
of historical topics, as Ferguson admits that he’s 
interested in a large number of time periods. 

“I think that ultimately history is the story of our 
species, it’s the story of everyone,” says Ferguson. 
“So I think that an understanding of history can’t 
help but eventually breed tolerance, which wouldn’t 
be a bad thing.” 

Will the show incorporate Long Island history? 

“It’s entirely possible,” Ferguson says. «ft

Keep Mosquitos at Bay This Season

ae orgeous fall weather brings family and friends 
out for barbeques and wine tastings, along with 
some unwanted “guests.” 

No one wants to invest time and money throwing 
an outdoor party only to end up being attacked 
by mosquitoes. To find out how we can avoid this 
scenario we turned to Brian Kelly, owner of East End 
Tick & Mosquito Control. 


What are some things we can do, other than using 
repellent, to avoid getting bitten? 

There are several things you can do protect your 
property, aside from, or in addition to, regular 
sprays, like using personal protection products that 
contain DEET, as they are very effective against 
mosquito bites. Cutting back on watering your lawn 
will help too. 

What makes one mosquito spray different 
from another? 

There are a few products on the market that work 
very well for a short time period. We switch products 
throughout the season to get the best results. 


How often should one spray on the East End? 
Sprays for mosquitos are very short lived and 
provide relief for a few days. We recommend having 
your property sprayed before a party, wedding 
or special event, but nothing will keep them away 
all season. 


Many of our clients are sprayed weekly for weekend 
relief but most have their property sprayed only for 
special events. 


Any tips for hosting outdoor parties? 

Spray the day before or morning of the party 

and follow the tips below for mosquito prevention 
leading up to your soirée: 

1. Drill holes in the bottom, not the sides, of 
garbage and recycling containers located outdoors. 
2. Keep gutters clean and unclogged. 

3. Keep swimming pools cleaned and chlorinated, 
even when not in use. 

4. Walk around your property after a rain and look 
for areas in the landscape that are not 

draining well. 

5. Ornamental ponds should be aerated to keep 
water moving and to discourage mosquitoes from 
laying eggs. 

6. Dump things that hold water, such as birdbaths, 
non-chlorinated wading pools, garbage can lids, 
pottery, and flowerpot saucers, twice per week if it 
has rained. Don’t leave water in pet bowls for 
more than two days. 

7. Keep the property clean of items that can hold 
water, including discarded aluminum cans 

and tires. 

8. Dispose of used tires, tin cans and plastic 
containers. 

9. Clean vegetation and debris from the 

edges of ponds. 

10. Call in the professionals.

What other bugs should we be looking out 
for and what precautions do you suggest? 

Our sister company Twin Forks Pest Control has 
had many calls about yellow jackets and hornet nests. 


Are there any areas that are particularly dense with 
mosquitos and other bugs that we should avoid? 
Mosquitos are most active at dusk and dawn so it 
is advised that you use repellants with DEET if you 
are outside during those hours. Unfortunately there - 
are no bug-free zones out here in the Hamptons, 
but don’t let that keep you from enjoying the 
beautiful outdoors. Just use repellents and know 
your surrounding and always check yourself for ticks 
whenever you come in from the outdoors. @&

Savoring Sag Harbor’s Wolffer Kitchen

I wanted to like the South 
Fork’s_ first winery-owned 
restaurant, the new W6Olffer 
Kitchen that opened in July 
on Sag Harbor’s Main Street 
because I’m a huge fan of 
Wolffer wines. You’ll often find 
me at their Sagaponack winery 
picking up a mixed case of 
their reds, rosés and whites. 

I didn’t like Wé6Olffer 
Kitchen—I loved it! The 
service was pleasant and attentive without being 
obsequious and every staffer knew the simple menu, 
the specials and what wines to suggest for pairings. 
Also, the management has taken measures to temper 
the volume of a joyous full house. 

No, not all the wines on offer are from W6lffer— 
youll find a good mix from around the world plus 
local stars including Channing Daughters, Grapes of 
Roth, Macari Vineyards, Palmer Vineyard, Paumanok 
Vineyards, Roanoke Vineyard, Shinn Estate and 
Sparkling Pointe—courtesy of W6lffer winemaker 
and partner Roman Roth. You will find 10 different 
Wolffer wines and ciders available by the glass—plus 
Montauk Brewery’s Session IPA, should you wish to 
be the locavore contrarian. 

My husband decided to start with the cocktail 
menu—specifically The Botanist, which is comprised 
of cucumber, fresh mint and Botanist gin. He found 


it—crucially—not-too-sweet and refreshing. He 
declared, “It has a nice bite and a touch of sweetness 
in the finish.” 

Of course we sat at the outdoor table for two so 
that we could chat with passing friends and catch 
the breeze. 

So what about Chef Deena Chafetz’s food? Here 
are Husband’s reactions in brief: the cured salmon 
appetizer with dijohn watercress créme fraiche and 
shaved fennel radish salad: “The fish is really nice. 
This fennel salad is like nothing I’ve ever had in a 
restaurant before.” (And with that assertion the food 
was completely gone.); Steak Frites—grilled prime 
New York strip with a reduction of W6lffer cab franc, 
fries and garlic aioli: “Oh yeah! It’s actually frites 
cause they’re Belgian-style frites—some of the best 
I’ve had in a LONG time—and actual fritesaus!” There 
were so many I got a sample. I concur with informed 
his analysis. 

Our server assured us that the W6lffer Kitchen 
Red 2014, which is on tap here, was a good match for 
the steak. It was, as she said “pretty bold,” smacking 
your nose well before it reaches your. lips. It pleased 
Husband greatly. No doubt in his every quiet moment 
now he’s pondering wine-on-tap for our home. 

I wanted to eat like the boho peasant I am and 
so ordered panzanella to start, followed by risotto. 
The salad of heirloom tomatoes, garlic croutons, 
cucumber, red wine vinaigrette, micro greens, basil 
and onion hit all the right flavor and texture buttons. 
Local tomatoes are still quite luscious. My risotto

precious beech mushrooms and baby spinach and 
covered with cheese. Delightful. 

Husband was tempted by the Crispy Polenta 
dessert but instead settled on a small glass of 
Wolffer’s award-winning ice wine, Diosa Late Harvest 
2012, and a fork, to “help” me with my fresh-from- 
the-oven Rustic Peach Tart and scoop of vanilla ice 
cream. A lovely way to close the evening on Sag

potato gratin with pancetta, garlic and Pamesan. See 
you at Wolffer Kitchen soon. @&.

Ingeborg Von Hagen Jacobi 
11/13/1917 to 05/06/2015 
Ingeborg Jacobi (Inge) was 

forged of the toughest of those 

metals prevalent between the 
First World War and the 
Great Depression. Born in 
Manhattan and a transplant 
to Southampton in the early 
1940s following a life-altering 
family tragedy, she carried on 
with the courage of the best of 
her generation, and with 
perseverance, fervor and ~ 
intelligence created the space 
in which her children could 
succeed. She rewarded 
excellence in her children 
while never making it a 
condition to receive the full 
measure of her love and was a 
large and welcoming soul that 
neighborhood children sought 
out for succor in times of their 
distress, or for counsel when 
the vagaries of their lives put 
them in need. 


Mrs. Jacobi often said that 
the ocean called to her, and 
it was at Cooper’s Beach in 
Southampton that she taught 
her children to jump the waves 
at four and dive them at five 
and to play dishrag in the surf 
drop. It was there where she 
read, walked, and occasionally 
sang, remembering the duets 
that she had sung with her 
sister, a Juliard graduate and 
coloratura, suddenly dead at 
the age of twenty-eight. 


Ingeborg retired to Arizona in 
the early 1980s with her 
husband, Henry, and upon his 
death in 1989 resided there 
with her daughter, Ruth. She 
loved Arizona and Ruth’s 
horses and gardens on her 
small farm just west of 
Sedona, but always felt the tug 
of the ocean. She was an avid 
reader, and devoured science 
magazines; new discoveries 
brought her to a sense of 
wonder usually seen only in 
the young, and animated her 
conversations. Ideas and 
concepts interested her; 
politics and celebrity did not. 
Her good humor and generous 
wit never left her, even as she 
directed the logistics of her 
final directives. An atheist 
with a sharp intellect unto 
death, she met it with courage 
and on her terms, and made 
Death proud to take her. 
She was a warrior. 


She is survived by her two 
children, Peter Jacobi of 
Arlington Virginia, and Ruth 
Jacobi, of Cottonwood AZ. 


Rest in peace, dearly, dearly 
beloved mother.
